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N 1826 the Heywood Brothers began making chairs in a small shop in 
Gardner, Massachusetts. Modern machinery was then practically un- 
known, and their equipment was of the crudest. 

Some years later, Cyrus Wakefield, who was the first American to discover 
the commercial value of rattan, began manufacturing reed furniture in a shop 
in what is now Wakefield, Massachusetts. 

Gradually the two factories grew in size and scope, until in 1898 they were 
combined under the name of Heywood Brothers and Wakefield Company. 
New factories were added to the corporation, and in 1919 Heywood-Wake- 
field was incorporated with seven factories and eleven warehouses in the 
United States and Canada. 

Todav Heywood-Wakefield factories alone occupy 2,535,092 square feet of 
floor space.
